Y professor studies user effects

Callousness towards women, triv- 


_ lalization of rape, distorted percep- 


tion of human sexuality, greater 
promiscuity and greater appetite 
for deviant and bizarre sexual 
behavior are just some of the 
adverse effects repeated exposure 
to pornography can have, said 
Richard E. Drake, professor of 
nursing. 

Drake just completed a research 


‘ project on the health hazards of 


repeated consumption of pornogra- 
phy. Drake does not want to make 
pornography a First Amendment 
issue and suggests it be 
approached the same way health 
hazards of cigarette smoking are. 
Rather than censoring pornogra- 
phy, Drake wants people educated 
about its adverse effects and alert- 
ed to its health hazards. 

Drake said his study found a defi- 
nite relationship between the 
amount of pornography consumed 
and the number of rapes committed 
within a community. 

“There is a strong correlation, 
even when you take into account 
certain demographic factors,” 
Drake said. This finding was so 


alarming other researchers 
involved with the project did not 
want it published, Drake said. 

For his study, Drake used a very 
strict definition of pornography. 
Nudity and depictions of ideal 
human sexuality were not consid- 
ered pornography, he said. Nudity 
was only considered pornography if 
it showed sexual postures. He stud- 
ied repeated, prolonged use of 
pornography. 

Pornography produces a desensi- 
tization to normal relationships 
and sexual practices, Drake said. 
Moral and behavioral standards 
diminish and are substituted with 
more promiscuous standards. 

Drake said this desensitization 
doesn’t occur over night. It happens 
in gradual steps and consumers are 
often unaware it is happening. 
People can become desensitized to 
the point they believe “all women 
are panting to have a sexual 
encounter,” Drake said. Fifty per- 
cent of executive-type upstanding 
citizens who consumed pornogra- 
phy said they saw the potential for 
committing rape. : 

“We've dealt with a lot of patients 
who actually are addicted,” Drake 
said. Pornography has a mood- 
altering effect and consumers con- 


sistently want more deviant forms 
of it to get the same effect. “It’s like 
a drug dependency,” Drake said. 

“You can’t ignore some people are 
more predisposed to adverse effects 
of pornography consumption than 
others.” However, others can 
become desensitized just as much, 
he said. 

Although his study did not deal 
with the correlation between 
pornography use and criminal 
behavior, Drake said, “The data 


shows 40 percent of all rapists and : 


child sexual abusers who’ve been 
convicted of a sexual crime have 
used pornography just prior to 
committing the act.” He said the 
perpetrators use pornography to 
get them into the right physiologi- 
cal, emotional and biological state 
to carry out the act. 

Drake said one unexpected find- 
ing was that male health profes- 
sionals view the pornography prob- 
lem differently than female health 
professionals. The men agree with 
the women that there is a problem, 
but to a significantly lesser degree, 
he said. 

This fact is interesting because 
more than 80 percent of pornogra- 
phy consumers are men, Drake 
said. 


The editing of nude paintings 
prompts student-artist protest

Harker said the university does not prohibit paint- 
ings of nudes, but must display art that is acceptable 
to a community with high standards. 

“We look at the intent of the artist,” said Robert 
Marshall, Art Department chairman. 

“The explicit sexual and violent content” led to the 
editing of Lambert’s show, Harker said.

This committee, composed of 12 studio art faculty 
members, had told Lambert that they would review 
and possibly edit her work before the showing, accord- 
ing to Robert Marshall, Art Department chair.

“(Lambert’s paintings) fell outside of what the faculty 
felt was appropriate for the community.” 

A written policy, presently being revised, which 
states the Art Department’s views, states that “we 
seek to encourage our students to learn, investigate, 
courageously explore and express through art; but 
also maintain the standards that make this university 
and this department unique.” 

Concerning any possible editing, the policy also 
states that “art works that advocate practices con- 
trary to the moral, ethical and religious standards of 
the university will be excluded.” This could include 
obscenity, profanity, pornography, homosexuality or 
irreverence to deity. 

One of the paintings banned is called “Soy Anna,” a + 
self-portrait of Lambert in the nude.

Y student says Delaware fits 
Book of Mormon geography

The location of events described 
in. The Book of Mormon, Another 
Testament of Jesus Christ, have 
popularly been placed in Central 
America, but a BYU nursing stu- 
dent says Delaware and the area 
around the state of New York bet- 
ter fit the descriptions in the book. 

After reading The Book of 
Mormon and studying it several 
times, Luiz H. Meneguim, 35, a 
freshman in nursing from Brazil, 
wondered where it was all taking 
place. 

Meneguim said he does not claim 
to have received any revelations or 
visions about the location of where 
the Nephites and Lamanites lived, 
but said he read books about possi- 


ble locations and used references 
from The Book of Mormon. 

“When I came to read something 
about locations, I became interest- 
ed,” Meneguim said. 

Meneguim said he believed the 
popular idea that The Book of 


. Mormon took place in South and 


Central America and started to 
look there, but when descriptions 
in The Book of Mormon didn’t 
match up, he started to look else- 
where and found Delaware fit the 
geographic description. 

“The dimensions of the land (of 
Delaware) are correct,” Meneguim 
said. 

Meneguim said the basis of his 
research is found in the description 
of “the land southward” found in 


‘Alma 22:27-32, especially verse 32 


which says the lands of Nephi and 


Zarahemla “were nearly surround- 
ed by water, there being a small 
neck of land between the land 
northward and the land south- 
ward.” 

“The difference in my discovery is 
the land southward is nearly sur- 
rounded by water except the nar- 
row neck of land,” Meneguim said. 

This isn’t so in South America, he 
said. Delaware has the narrow 
neck of land and the land south- 
ward which is surrounded by 
water. Also, the narrow neck of 
land in Delaware is the correct 
size, about 20 miles across, 
Meneguim said. : 

Meneguim said people placed the 
geography in South America

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Waco cult prepared for, invites war 


WACO, Texas — A heavily armed cult’s leader seems eager to provoke 
another gunfight to fulfill his apocalyptic prophecies, telling negotiators, 
“We are ready for war” and “Let’s get it on,” the FBI said Monday. 

As the cult’s standoff with hundreds of lawmen ground through its 
ninth day, FBI spokesman Bob Ricks disclosed details of telephone con- 
versations that negotiators have had with David Koresh and more than 
30 followers. 

Koresh claims to have explosives that would blow the FBI’s Bradley 
armored personnel carriers “40 or 50 feet into the air,” so the agency on 
Monday moved in several 67-ton Abrams main battle tanks for protec- 
tion, the spokesman said. - 

Koresh says he has been prepared for a fight since 1985, and some of 
his Branch Davidian followers say they are ready to follow him to their 
deaths, Ricks said. 

The FBI official said negotiators have talked with 33 people inside the 
compound. “Those that we spoke with on each occasion verified that Mr. 
Koresh had indicated that these individuals were free to leave at any 
time. And we got confirmation that they were staying there on their own 
free will. 


Graphic videos fuel gay-rights battle 


WASHINGTON — Men in jock straps and bare-breasted: women 
cavort at gay-rights parades as the narrator asks in “The Gay Agenda” 
videotape: Will society “be forced to surrender its standards?” 

A counter video, “Hate, Lies and Videotape,” likens the anti-homosexu- 
al tape to a Nazi propaganda film. “What is the point of these lies and 
hate?” asks the narrator. 

The videotapes are part of a fierce lobbying campaign by conservative 
groups and gay-rights organizations leading up to congressional hear- 
ings on President Clinton’s plan to lift the ban on homosexuals in the 

military. 

Clinton, facing opposition from the military and from members of 
Congress, including some in his own party, decided in January not to 
simply order an end to the prohibition. 


World-wide group says slavery exists 


WASHINGTON — “Child catchers” in Thailand, “searchers” in Haiti, 
and “cats” in Brazil are the world’s real-life bogymen, out looking for 
children and adults to lure into slavery. 

Despite laws against forced labor around the globe, millions of human 
beings still are working in bondage, according to an International Labor 
Organization report Monday. 

London-based Antislavery International says accurate estimates of 
people in slavery are impossible but the number could be as high as 200 
million working under conditions outlawed by international agreements. 

Many have been captured or enticed into servitude by slave raiders, 
known by various names, who roam impoverished or war-torn regions of 
Asia, Africa and Latin America in search of able bodies to work or be 
sold for $70 or less, ILO says. 

Several governments are to be confronted with a more-detailed report 
to be published in May at ILO headquarters in Geneva. 


Serbs allow some civilians to flee 


SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina — The Bosnian Serb military chief 
agreed Monday to allow women, children and the elderly to flee two east- 
ern enclaves that his forces have sealed off from international aid. 

Gen. Ratko. Mladic made the offer to allow the partial evacuation of 
Konjevic Polje and Srebrenica at talks with Gen. Philippe Morillon, the 
U.N. commander in Bosnia. 

But as relief officials announced plans to evacuate sick and wounded 
from one hard-hit area on March 2, the commander of Bosnia’s belea- 
guered Muslim-led government troops opted for a military response. 

Sefer Halilovic ordered a counter-attack against Serbs in eastern 
Bosnia to free thousands of trapped civilians. The attack ended a unilat- 
eral cease-fire declared weeks ago by Bosnia’s government forces. 

On Sunday, U.N. Secretary-General Boutros Boutros-Ghali warned 
warring Muslims, Serbs and Croats that failure to accept a U.N. peace 
accord partitioning Bosnia into 10 provinces could prompt the dispatch 
of U.N. ground forces to enforce a peace. 

In Belgium, the European Community on Monday gave Serbs two 
weeks to sign the U.N. agreement or face tougher sanctions.

50th Legislature 
passes 350 items |

The 50th Legislature passed more 
than 350 bills and resolutions, 
ranging from restrictions on abor- 
tion to approving $1.8 million for a 
new baseball diamond in Salt Lake 
City. 

Deadline pressure brought results 
as 226 bills were passed during the 
last three days of the session, said 
Mark Allred of the Office of 
Legislative Research. A total of 851 
bills and resolutions were intro- 
duced during the session, he 
said. 

The Legislature passed a 24- 
hour wait on women seeking 
abortion in Utah. The bill says 
that women wanting an abor- 
tion must participate in coun-- 
seling with a doctor, nurse or 
midwife as to the development 
of the fetus at 
the time of the 
requested abor- 
tion. 

Compromise 
was struck 
between 
Republicans and Democrats as 
they debated over who could give 
the counseling. 

Republicans held that only a doc- 


‘tor could give the required counsel- 


ing. Democrats said this require- 
ment put undo stress on women 
living in rural Utah, where a physi- 
cian is not readily accessible. 

“The abortion compromise was 
one of the greatest successes of the 
session.” said Steve Barth, D-Salt 
Lake City. 

The Legislature passed most of 
Gov. Mike Leavitt’s educational 
reforms. Lawmakers mandated 
that kindergarten be provided in 
all districts in Utah and allocated 
$2.9 million directly to schools for 
kindergarten class size reductions.

Provo to help finance 
construction of I-15 
offramp near Novell

In order to ease traffic flow at 
Novell, Inc., Provo City will help 
finance an offramp and road expan- 
sion at the University Avenue exit 
of Interstate 15, said Albert 
Kanahele, project manager for East 
Bay Business Center. 

The city, in conjunction with the 
federal government, plans to start 
construction on the offramp in 
1995. However, Provo also plans to 
build a road on the north side of 
Novell, which is expected to become 
the software company’s main 
entrance when a new freeway 
interchange is constructed at 1860 
South St. The first part of that 
road, a turn-out into Novell’s drive- 
way from University Avenue, will 
be under construction starting this 
year, Kanahele said. Provo City 
will be doing that work.

“Overall, two miles of new road 
and some bridges will be built,” 
Kanahele said. “The federal gov- 
ernment has already funded their 
part of the road, which is about 90 
percent of the overall cost.” 

The modification of the existing 
freeway interchange will be a 
three-phase project that. will take 
about two years to complete, 
Kanahele said. The first phase will 
be an on and offramp to Novell. 
The second phase will modify the 
freeway access, and the third phase 
will widen I-15 at Center Street. 

At the completion of the project, 
Kanahele predicted there will be a 
new road between East Bay and 
State Street. 

Novell spokeswoman Martha 
Phelps said the company expects 
its 1,400-person work force to 
increase to 4,000 in the next few 
years, so the work is needed for 
expansion.

Last year Amy and her friends 
were playing with what they 
thought was an unloaded gun. 
However, when a friend pointed 
the gun toward Amy and pulled the 
trigger, Amy was shot through the 
right cheek. 

The bullet traveled down to her 
spine and then shattered. Amy’s 
boyfriend and family members 
were told Amy would not live 
through the night. 

Doctors later informed Amy she 
would be paraiyzed from the nose 
down and would rely on a respira- 
tor for the rest of her life. 

Amy Marsh, 16, and three other 
handicapped individuals partici- 
pated in a panel discussion about 
their disabilities Friday in the 
ELWC Memorial Lounge. 

Marsh said through rehabilitation 
she learned to breathe on her own 
again and is trying to learn how to 
walk again. 

“T never thought it (accident) 
would happen.to me,” Marsh said. 
“When I first learned about my 


condition, I didn’t want to live.” 
She said the physical challenges 

have been the most difficult barrier 

her disability has brought her. “It’s 


hard to see other kids doing things - 


that I liked to do,” Marsh said. 

Richard Cowan, a religion profes- 
sor at BYU, has been blind since 
birth. He said the hardest barrier 
he’s had to overcome has been 
casual social interactions rather 
than any physical or psychological 
problems. 

“For me that’s (social situations) 
always been the toughest, going 
into a room and not knowing who is 
where,” Cowan said 

Cowan said he jokes about his 
disability at the beginning of a 
semester to help put his students 
at ease. Classroom procedures were 
also a concern in the beginning, but 
students just speak up instead of 
raising their hands, he said. 

Sometimes people feel hesitant to 
use the word blind, Cowan said. 
People with disabilities know they 
have disabilities and those without 
disabilities shouldn’t be concerned 
or scared to talk to disabled people 
about their problems.

“The difference between BYU and 
other schools’ women’s centers is 
that we have spread ours out. We 
already have a place for academics 
and a place for counseling,” Smoot 
said. 

Since the opening of the office on 
Jan. 4, the two biggest groups of 
people who have come to the office 
have been “non-traditional” stu- 
dents, those who are reentry stu- 
dents or older students, and single 
parents, Taylor said. 

“Over 75 percent of the students 
coming to the office are single par- 
ents,” she said. 

As an example of how the office is 


willing to help with all students’ - 


needs, Taylor said that a man 
called into the office and comment- 
ed that it was really tough to 
change diapers in the men’s 
restrooms. 

Although the office is 100 percent

Department justified. 
in editing art display 


$ -BYU student Jean Lambert has raised an uproar concerning the “censorship” 
by BYU of certain paintings done for her thesis. She maintains six of her 12 
ériginal paintings were censored at the last minute simply because they con- 
tained exaggerated nudity. She is crying hypocrisy at the faculty whom she 
said approved the project with full knowledge of what it would contain. 

BYU spokesman Brent Harker says the faculty committee chose not to display 
Lambert’s six paintings because they crossed the line of the standards this 
University stands for. The faculty told Lambert all along that some of her work 
can be problematic and that some of the paintings would not. be appropriate for 


* exhibit, Harker says. 


The Art Department’s policy states: “We seek to encourage our students to 
learn, investigate, courageously explore and express through art — but also 
maintain the standards that make this university and this department 


unique.” 


The policy also goes on to say that “art works that advocate practices contrary 
to the moral, ethical and religious standards of the university will be excluded.” 
This could include obscenity, profanity, pornography, homosexuality, and irrev- 


erence to deity. 


Censorship has been a-battle cry of many artists many times in the past. Yet 
censorship, a word which often brings an evil connotation, is not always wrong. 
In the case of BYU, the editing of Lambert’s show was not an affront to her as 
an individual, but. an adherence to high university standards and community 


expectations. 


BYU certainly has the right to decide what is displayed on its campus, as long 
as they deal fairly with the artists and conduct themselves honestly. BYU was 
justified in prohibiting the display of certain of the paintings as they depicted 
feelings of anger and violence in explicit ways. 

Art Department Chair Robert Marshall said Lambert had full prior notice 
from day one that some of her work could be edited by a review committee. 

Lambert is apparently crying foul in an arrangement in which she seemingly 


had prior warning and chose to ignore it. 


More broken words: 
for U.S. minorities 


President Bill Clinton is failing in his efforts to make a government “look like 
America.” According to the Associated Press, Clinton’s earliest appointments 
are not much more racially diverse than the Bush administration. 

Of the first 150 or so White House staffers and sub-Cabinet appointments 
announced so-far, 13 percent are black, four percent are Hispanic and only one 
is Asian American. This representation certainly doesn’t look like America. 

During last year’s:campaign, Clinton attacked. Bush for his‘mostly’* white male 
administration. and “promised to give you an administration that:looks like 
America: I would be astonished if my Cabinet and my administration and my 


staff ... 


is not the most fully integrated this country has ever seen.” But minori- 


ties who supported Clinton are.the ones feeling astonished by his broken words. 
Clinton. says he intends to keep his words, although an AP review found that 
Clinton’s sub-Cabinet appointments have been less racially and ethnically 


diverse than the Cabinet itself. 


Minority groups are waiting to see how Clinton rounds out his appointments. 
But things don’t look promising for U.S. minorities as they are seeing their 


hope for representation vanish. 


We believe Clinton still has time to redeem himself. By appointing more quali- 
fied minorities, the president has the chance to keep his word. But more impor- 
tantly, he will give minorities a long-overdue chance to participate and be 


included in American government.

It’s fascinating to return to Provo after 12 
years and see how the academic freedom 
debate has grown from a smoldering ember 
into a blaze. As fuel is added to the fire, 
participants might ask themselves, “Is the 
BYU community unique in experiencing 
limitations to academic freedom or just dif- 
ferent in how its freedom is limited?” 


Academic freedom is.a myth 

We can probably agree that “absolute” 
academic freedom is an idealistic myth 
since many limits are universally accepted. 
For example, while one could argue in 
favor of the educational impact of an Aztec 
human sacrifice reenactment using volun- 
teer condemned criminals, such things can 
never be part of the academic experience. 
We can all recognize that without any lim- 
its we could wind up with something akin 
to.the-“medical experiments”.conducted in 
Nazi concentration camps. 

Most institutions of higher learning today 
are sponsored by community, state and 
federal funds or large endowments whose 
purse strings have gradually slipped from 
the fingers of individuals, homogeneous 
groups or single entities like churches. In 
this broad-based environment whatever 
“official” limits to academic freedom exist 
are usually constrained to a baseline “Is it 
legal?” litmus test. Unofficially; however, 
and often quite invisibly, there does exist a 
network of unwritten limits that promote 
the values deemed “politically correct” by 
the academic power structure. Let’s consid- 
er a few examples. 

Consider a history junior faculty member 
at Berkeley who expresses his professional 
opinion that the women’s history classes 
taught by his department are fraught with 
revisionist exaggerations that promote an 
anti-family agenda. He opposes the Equal

narrow neck of land in the United 
States.” 

Meneguim said he measured the 
dimensions of the land by examin- 
ing the journeys of the people of 
Alma. For example, Mosiah 24:18- 
20, 24-25 tells of the journey of the 
people of Alma from the country of 
Helam to Zarahemla. They made 
the journey in just 13 days. By 
looking’ at estimates dealing with 
the time it took to make the jour- 
ney from The Book of Mormon 
Student Manual and The Book of 
Mormon, Meneguim was able to 
estimate in miles the dimensions of 
the land and compare them with 
Delaware. 

Based on this, Meneguim said he 
found the dimensions of Delaware 
being 190 miles north-south and 75 
miles east-west to fit with the stud- 
ied references. 

Meneguim said the land of many 
waters described in The Book of 
Mormon is found in the many lakes 
that are found in New York, the 
great body of water “Ripliancum” to 
the North of Hill Cumorah 
described in Ether 15:8-11 is Lake 
Ontario. 

“During Christ’s death, a lot of 
cataclysm happened and some 
cities were covered by water;” 
Meneguim said. 

Meneguim said he looked for an 
area where the map would have 
changed to have “a lot of gulfs and 
coves” to cover the cities of Moroni 
and Jerusalem as described in The 
Book of Mormon. He looked at 
maps by Daniel Ludlow in The 
Book of Mormon Student Manual 
which places possible locations of 
cities from The Book of Mormon in 
relationship to each other. 
Changing the map by Ludlow to 
cover Moroni and Jerusalem, 
Meneguim came up with a map 
extremely similar to Delaware. 

In addition to the geographical 
dimensions of the land, Meneguim 
said The Book of Mormon doesn’t 
talk about making anything in 
stone. He said there is only one ref- 
erence about building with stone, 
aid that is a wall which couldn’t 
have been very big because they 
built it during a time of war. He 
said this is why there are no 
Nephite and Lamanite ruins in the 
New York and Delaware areas.
